He enlisted in the Royal Nor- 
wegian Air Force on July 1, 
1941, his birthday. He first put 
on an air force blue uniform, but 
was soon wearing a naval uni- 
form when he was assigned to 
gorund force duties with sea- 
planes. 

Gert Larsen left Newmarket on 
Aug. 8, last year, and served in 
Iceland until' January, when he 
was transferred to Scotland and 
trained as a parachute packer. 

The letter from the Little Nor- 
way padre stated that Gert 
Larsen died on June 9 in Craig 
Lockhart, and was buried there 
June 12. "His death was caused 
by sickness, as far as we can 
understand from the short mess- 
age we have got here. I know 
that the message will be a hard 
blow for you both. You have 
lost a very fine boy, whom you 
certainly expected much from." 

Gert Larsen wrote to his par- 
ents that he was suffering "from 
water on the chest and on the 
stomach. My temperature is 
pretty high but it is coming 
down a little at a time. It's a 
Norwegian hospital I'm in and 
it's pretty swell. The doctor

told me all I had to do was take 
it easy and I soon will be well.". 

He went on to say that he had 
saved up "quite a bit of money" 
and that he hoped to get leave 
to go home to pick up the 30 
lbs, he had lost while ill. "I'll 
soon get that back," he wrote. 
"We've certainly been going 
great guns in Tunisia. Churchill 
made a good speech in congress 
at Washington. We have a radio 
here." 

His other letter asked for can- 
ned peanuts, maple syrup, tin- 
ned fruits, figs and sultana rai- 
sins, chocolate bars and candy to 
build him up to his normal 
weight. 

Another letter from Gert Lar- 
sen was received, the day before 
the news came of his death, by a 
friend of long standing. Dr. C, B. 
VanderVoort. He wrote; "I've 
been in the hospital for a month 
and a half. I am suffering from 
water on the chest. I expect to 
get out in June some time. I'm 
going to try to get back to Can- 
ada as soon as I get leave. 

"It sure woud be swell to walk 
down the main street again. 
When I get back and have had a 
little practice I'll give you n good 
game of golf. 

"Would you thank the Lions 
club personally from me for the 
cigarettes I received. They real- 
ly come in handy.' 1

In co-opcratlon with the Ontario 
department of health, some 27 tele- 
phone employees In Newmarket 
underwent x-ray examinations of 
the chest on Tuesday and Wednes- 
day. Primarily, the x-ray examina- 
tions are for the detection of 
tuberculosis, but they also disclose 
other abnormal conditions of the 
chest, according to C. B. Blosdale, 
Bell Telephone manager at New- 
market. 

Mr. Blosdale said that Bell Tele- 
phone employees are being x-rayed 
on a voluntary basis, and that 
workers In all departments are be- 
ing given the privilege. Tho x-ray 
examinations here arc part of a 
general plan which Is being extend- 
ed to tho majority of the company's 
7,000 employees In Ontario. Tho 
cost of tho examinations Is being 
borne jointly by the company and 
the Ontario department of health. 

In Newmarket tho x-rays were 
taken in the Bell Telephone build- 
ing and, In addition to the comp- 
any's employees, provincial govern- 
ment workers were x-rayed there. 

The tuberculosis prevention 
branch of the provincial health de- 
partment has examined 100,000 
Ontario men and women to date, 
and experience has revealed that 
S3 percent of all tuberculosis is 
found in persona In tho employed 
age group, said Mr. BlosdnJe. By 
ascertaining the cases of tubercul- 
osis In this group, examinations of 
families reveal other cases, anil 
thus Is obtained the fastest method 
of detecting active tuberculosis in 
this province. 

Tuberculosis, according to sta- 
tistics, kills more people than all 
other contagious diseases, yet It is 
known that tho death rate would 
drop 76 percent If all cases couM 
bo found before thoy reached 
moderate)/ or far advanced ste^os, 
said Mr. Blosdale, In an effort to 
achieve this position, Ontario has 
led In the development of mass ex- 
amination. One of the most re- 
markable aspects of the orKanlim- 
tloa which tho province developed 
to aocomplih this ji the travelUng 
unit, which makes it possible to

North York Women's Institutes discussed draws 
as a means of making money at the district 
annual meeting in Newmarket last week. In view 
of the fact that "the department/* that is. the 

Women's Institute branch of the department of 
agriculture, "frowns on" draws, it was debated 
whether or not to consider money raised in that 
way in awarding the branch activities prize. 

There arc two questions involved, first. 
whether there is anything wrong about selling or 
buying tickets for a prize or prizes; and. second. 
if there is, whether the good use the money is 
put to doesn't justify the means by which it Is 

raised. 

A thing isn't necessarily wrong because the 
criminal code makes it an offence, for a law can 
become obsolete and forgotten and yet remain on 
the statute books. 6r it may just be broadly 
stated so that it covers not only acts that society 
objects to but also acts which society doesnt 
object to. For instance, telling your friends' for- 
tunes in your own home makes you liable to a 
year's imprisonment. 

So there is the same need for deciding what 
society is really aiming at in reading the criminal 
code section which says that: "Everyone is guilty 
of an indictable offence and liable to two years* 
imprisonment and to a fine not exceeding S2,000 
who (a) makes, prints, advertises or publishes, or 
causes or procures to be made, printed, adver- 
tised or published any proposal, scheme or plan 
for advancing, lending, giving, selling or in any 
way disposing of any property, by lots, cards, 
tickets, or any mode of chance whatsoever; or" 
and the section goes on to cover those who sell 
or dispose of any such tickets or manage any such 
scheme; and then specifically covers a person who 
"disposes of any goods, wares or merchandise by 
any game or mode of chance or mixed chance 
and skill in which the contestant or competitor 
pays money or other valuable consideration." 

The best way to raise money for any cause, of 
course, is to put the cause on its merits and ask 
the public for the money, either by canvass or 
tag day. That is the way the Red Cross raises 
huge sums for its humanitarian purposes. 

While buying or selling tickets to help a good 
cause docs not seem wrong in itself, it may 
become socially undesirable, and therefore wrong 
(as the criminal code says), when there is an 
excess of it and it leads to and encourages gam- 
bling for money or property or leads to a gam- 
bling attitude toward life. We sometimes blame 
"the socialists" for encouraging people to think 
that they do not need to work for a living, but 
perhaps we should attribute the popularity of this 
idea of getting something for nothing (whether in 
the form of a public dole or in the form of sharp 
practices or old-fashioned burglary — or does the 
burglar work for his living?) to our widespread 

raising of money by lottery- 

Wo leave the question with you, but on one 
point we have no doubt and that is where we 
resort to a money-wheel and similar games paying 



off in cash. Thefts we are appealing to one of 
the ba$$3t of human emotions, avarice, and we 
arc leaching children false values, false ideas of 
hoftr to make bur economic system work. For 
some people the cash pay-off is only a little bit 
of excitement, but for SO many others it is an 
attempt to make easy money. One cannot help 
but wonder how many dishonest youths got their 
first taste of something for nothing from a slot- 
machine or a public gaming table- 
Going back to the raising ?f money by the sale 
of tickets, we note gratefully that the penalty for 
buying such a ticket is only $20, and that certain 
church and charitable raffles are specifically ex- 
cepted from the law. The section quoted abo%-e 
does not apply to "raffles for prizes of small 
value at any bazaar held for any charitable or 
religious object, if permission to hold the same 
has been obtained from the city or other munici- 
pal council, or from the mayor, reeve or other 
chief officer of the city, town or other municipal- 
ity, wherein such bazaar is held, and the articles 
raffled for thereat have first been offered for 
sale and none of them are of a value exceeding 
$50/* 

The intention of the criminal code section seems 
to be that there shall be moderation in the opera- 
tion of lotteries. The North York Women's In- 
stitutes district annual meeting apparently 
adopted an even higher standard, however, for 
the prize for the best branch report %vent to a 
branch that had raised a comparatively smalt sum 
of monev but had done it without raffles. 



BRITAIN ON GOD'S SIDE . 

Good old Britain! She has ever offered asylum 
\o those who were persecuted in other countries. 
She did it for decency's sake, but she h3s profited 
by it. Wasn't it persecuted Flemish weavers who 
laid the foundation of Britain's textile greatness? 
Now Britain admits refugees from Europe at the 
rate of nearly a thousand a month, says Toronto 
Saturday Night, in spite of her food shortage, but 
Canada, which is not short of food, "bars its doors 
because the refugees are chiefly Jews. Canada 

is quite prepared to allow Jews to starve in Axis- 
controlled Europe, rather than let them enter 

Canada/* 

What is the use of our fighting a war against 
the theory of a super-race if we are not prepared 
to share what we have with the first victims of 
the super-race? How can we condemn the Ger- 
mans for mistreating and abusing Jews if we are 
going to cold-shoulder them ourselves? 

Jews will be "undesirables" as long as they are 
mistreated and ostracized, as long as they feel in- 
secure and unwanted. When we as Christian be- 
have towards others as we profess we will find 
seeming faults in others melting away. As Capt. 
A. W. Downer, padre at Newmarket camp, said 
recently in a prayer: We don't ask God to be on 
our side in this war; we must be on His side.

-l\- indicated that the figures were Interim figures ami that definite and final figures 
would he supplied as soon as the accounting of the Treasury Department was 
complete for the year.

Gathering the Sport Facts 



Something unusual has hap- 
pened all o%xr the United States 
and Canada, both last year and 
iliis, as far 53 feasc-bail pairons 
are concerned. Any other year 
a ball that was fouled into the 
stands was either pocketed or 
turned over to the usher in re- 
turn for a pass to another day's 
game. However, this last hap- 
pened only after a great struggle 
and a great deal of bickering and 
arguing. 

The past two years fans have 
handed them back to the ushers, 
to the accompaniment of a great 
deal of applause. If they don't 
return them to the ushers, they 
are booed, convincingly. This 
marked change has taken place 
hecause baseballs that are fouled 
into the stands are being turned 
over to the army, navy, and air 
force camps for their use in 
recreational activities. 

Baseball fans are readily giving 
up their precious souvenirs, be- 
cause they go to a good cause. 
Last year around 50,000 baseballs 
were turned over to the active 
service camps by baseball clubs 
alone. The New York Yankees 
turned over to the army camps 
1,806. Other clubs were close to 
this figure. The value of these 
baseballs would ntn into the 
sizable sum of over $100,000. 

Here, in our own town, the 
local hardball luague is having its 
troubles over the ball situation. 
At the Stuart Scott school 
diamond many of the young boys 



who gather up ' the balls just 
neglect to throw them back into 
the game. At the opening game 
four new brtSebsJls wC'fv !Plt OF 
stolen. Nearly every night since 
the same thing has happened. 

At last Thursday night's game 
one young fellow was found with 
a brand new sphere in his pocket. 
This ball had been found missing 
before the first inning had ended. 
The young boy had figured when 
a ball was fouled over the screen 
into the Lions club park he was 
entitled to stick it into his pocket 
and take it home. The same 
tiling happened at one game last 
year. 

Baseballs are hard to obtain. 
Most of the stores are out of stock 
and cannot get any more. The 
government has asked all ball 
leagues to use as few as they pos- 
sibly can. It is to be hoped that 
the local hardball league receives 
all the co-operation possible from 
patrons. 

Did you know that many ex- 
planations have been offered for 
the origin of the term "bull-pen." 
Meaning the place where cat- 
chers and pitchers go to warm up 
while the game is in progress. 
In the early days of big league 
baseball there was no regularly 
assigned place for warm-ups. 
The players usually headed out 
toward the old Bull Durham 
tobacco sign that used to adorn 
the fences in most of the ball 
parks. Hint's how the term 
•'bull-pen" came into being.

should not have a word to say 
against rationing. 

He told of how he and others, as 
prisoners of war in Germany, in 
the last war, lived on mouldy bread, 
WASHED to whiten it, and free it 
from green mould, and soup, which 
was not soup. They were kept 
alive by the parcels from home, but 
he told us of the women brought 
I from enslaved countries, whose 
husbands had been shot, while 
they were brought to Germany to 
do slave labor. 

How they lived, let alone worked, 
on their ration of black bread— a 
gram— watery soup, and then por- 
ridge — was an absolute mystery- 
When we think of them, said he, 
how can we protest against any 
small deprivation. He said Ger- 
many covets Canada and would 
grab her if she could— then where 
would we be? 

He spoke of the wonderful lead- 
ership of Madame Chiang-Kai-Shek, 
a modern Joan of Arc he called her, 
which was expressive, but not so 
flowery as the speaker of the house 
who introduced her on Wednesday 
last and who said he, "a mere 
mortal, was introducing an im- 
mortal." 

Of the women of Britain he said 
their courage, cheerfulness and 
Etamina were something to marvel 
at, and the women of Canada, too, 
can take it for God, home and 
country. 

Mrs. Pearson, Quecnsville, thank- 
ed the speaker on behalf of the In- 
stitute and said it was our privilege 
to live up to our motto of for home 
and country and keep alive the 
glorious spirit of Canada. 

Mr. Armstrong now showed mov- 
ing pictures of remodelling of old 
clothes, "whether your husband's or 
from the attic — It can be done. We 
caught a glimpse of our local girls 
at work.

His 
worship remanded the case for a 
week to enable the defendant to 
produce the receipt.

$10 and costs or ten days in jail.
